[ At La Jolla, Calif LENDING PROGRAM READY 


Early Nebraska Newspaper 
Man Widely Known For 
'Uncle W aif Rhymes 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., June 22— 
(A P )—W alt Mason, 77, hum orist 
and poet, died early Thursday in 
his home at suburban La Jolla 
after an illness of several weeks. 
Mason 
becam e ill a few 
days 
before his birthday May 4. He was 
a native of Columbus, Ont., and 
cam e to the U nited States in 18 8 0. 
T hat sam e year he was launched 
on his new spaper career when he 
got a job on a job press in St 
Louis. 
The poet’s new spaper 
experi­ 
ence included jobs on the Atchi­ 
son, Kas., Globe, Lincoln, Neb., 
S tate 
Journal and The 
Lincoln 
Call, and Em poria, Kas., Gazette, 
His poems w ere published by 
200 
new spapers 
in 
the 
United 
States and Canada. 
Mason is survived by a daugh­ 
ter Mary. 
His wife died in 19 36. 


Great 
Love For 


To N ebraskans Mason 
was w ell-know n and 
well-loved for his wit 
N ebra.ka » '« ‘ 
homely 
para- 
graph 
rhym es. 
He 
w orked here for the N ebraska 
State Journal and the old Lincoln 
Call and at Beatrice for the Sun. 
His love for Nebraska was great 
and tem pered w ith a jovial un­ 
derstanding of the state itself and 
of its people. For exam ple, when 
he heard com plaints against Ne­ 
braska’s heat and cold, he com­ 
m ented, “ If you don’t like Ne­ 
braska w eather, w ait a m inute.” 
Born the fifth son of a Welsh 
father and Scotch m other, his wit 
w as naturally sharp but adversity 
w hetted it to a razor edge. His 
father, a wool dyer, was acci­ 
dentally killed w hen W alt was a 
boy of four at his native town of 
Columbus, Ont. His m other died 
w hen he was 15 and five years 
later young Mason left Canada for

(A P)—The treasury announced 
today that tax collections to 
date, w ith 10 lucrative days to 
go, already had exceeded Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s January esti­ 
m ates for the fiscal year which 
will end June 30. 
At the beginning of the year, 
the president estim ated federal 
revenue would total $5,520^070,- 
000, 
including 
$2,08 6,000,000 
from income taxes. The treas­ 
ury said that on June 20 it had 
collected $5,566,650,8 30, includ­ 
ing 
$2,148 ,070,134 
in 
income 
taxes. 
Because expenditures, which on 
June 20 totalled $8 ,9 75,9 9 8 ,9 8 8 , 
also were lagging behind the 
budgeted $9 ,59 2,329 ,000, officials 
expect the deficit on June 30 to 
be 
approxim ately 
$500,000,000' 
less than the $4,072,259 ,000 an ­ 
ticipated five m onths ago. 


WASHINGTON,

22 — 
(A P )—The house, reversing an 
earlier deci ion. joined the sen­ 
ate today in approving a $225,- 
000,000 fund 
for farm parity 
paym ents 
in 
addition 
to 
the 
regular $500,000,000 soil conser­ 
vation benefit fund. 
By a roll call vote of 18 0 to 
175, 
the 
members adonted 
a 
compromise 
between 
original 
agriculture departm ent appro­ 
priation bills passed by both 
cham bers which contained the 
parity fund inserted by the sen­ 
ate. 
The house rejected this fund 
by 13 votes last March. 
The members began consider­ 
ing at once a long list of other 
senate changes in the $1,200,000,- 
000 agriculture departm ent ap­ 
propriation bill, including $113,- 
000,000 for dispo.sal of surplus 
commodities.

Townsend Thompson, 79 , form er 
Nebraska 
attorney 
general 
and 
solicitor for the U. S. treasury de­ 
partm ent, 
w ere 
held 
Thursday 
afternoon at the home, 2120 G ar­ 
field, with Rev. Melvin V. Oggel 
officiating. 
Burial was in Wyuka 
cemetery. 
Mr. Thompson, who had prac­ 
ticed law in Central City and 
Lincoln, died Tuesday afternoon 
at his home after an illness of four 
weeks. 
He had been county at­ 
torney for M errick county and had 
served as a m em ber of the state 
house of representatives from that 
county. 
Mr. Thompson 
was a 
m em ber of the 
suprem e 
court 
commission for several years. 
Rev, Oggel, in his funeral ora­ 
tion, said in part: 
“ ...th e man was bigger than 
any 
public 
responsibility 
with 
which he was honored. 
He was 
the soul of honor. He w as forever 
helping people less fortunate than 
himself. 
He was charitable in his 
judgm ents of others. 
He w as a 
most lovable person, partly be­ 
cause his sense of hum or never 
failed him. 
Right up to the last 
he joked about his condition de­ 
spite the severe pain he recurrent­ 
ly suffered. 
No Do ubt Of Triune Go d. 
“Judge Thompson was a deeply 
religious man. 
He seriously con­ 
sidered the Christian m inistry as 
a life-w ork in his youth. 
Indeed, 
he was licensed to preach in the 
M ethodist church. He is a notable 
exam ple of the frequent reciproc­ 
ity which has existed between the 
law and the m inistry.” 
Rev. Oggel pointed out that Mr. 
Thompson had been deeply re­ 
ligious by reading from a docu­ 
m ent w ritten by Mr. Thompson 
several years ago, which described 
how he (Mr. Thompson) had dis­ 
covered God at an early age. 
He 
I w ent on to say: “From that tim e 
to the present I could never have 
any doubt of a triune God whom 
I knew to be, in deed, a gracious 
Father to the fatherless. 
I can 
truthfully say that the Lord had 
t>een and now is my Shepherd and 
that through His grace and good­ 
ness I have never suffered w ant.” 


Prevention of traffic accidents 
is first a m atter of scientific en­ 
forcem ent. Lieutenant Frank M.

Pro per Pro cedure. 
Krem l said the accident investi­ 
gation system of a good police de­ 
partm ent tells not only how m any 
accidents 
are 
happening, 
but 
where, and at w hat time. 
It is 
thus the key to proper enforce­ 
m ent is found. 
The translation 
of 
the 
facts 
found from accident investigation 
into a program of action give the 
key not only to enforcem ent but 
also to 
engineering 
corrections, 
and education, he said. 
Two pre-em inent requirem ents 
for putting proper technique into 
effect are enough traffic men in 
the 
police 
departm ent 
and 
a 
trained leader. His figures showed 
that 
Lincoln 
has 
about 
half 
enough traffic men. 
As for trained 
personnel, 
he 
complimented highly the work of 
Lieutenant 
Bennett, 
C a pt a i n 
Shiveley, and other traffic men on 
the Lincoln departm ent. 
Rea lism Needed, 
Kreml. director of the national­ 
ly known N orthw estern U niver­ 
sity school of traffic and safety, 
said that accidents can be reduced 
by 60 per cent through a realistic 
program. He stressed the fact that 
safety is purchasable, pointing out 
that the city which would have a 
safe record m ust hire good men, 
and in large num bers, and they in 
turn m ust do a lot of hard work. 
The chief bug-bear of all traf­ 
fic men is the violator who can get 
his “ticket” fixed. Integrity in any 
program is essential, he said. 
Ho no r 28 Cities.

Swatow, 
south China port captured by the 
Japanese yesterday. 
Y arnell said that American ves­ 
sels would “go w herever it is 
necessary at any tim e” to protect 
Americans, and in keeping with 
this the destroyer Pope arrived 
at Swatow to join the Pillsburg. 
The only American w arship there 
when the Japanese m ade known 
their desire

foreign 
ships 
clear port. 
British Do LHtewise. 
The British, with the destroy­ 
ers Scout and Thanet at Swatow, 
adopted a sim ilar attitude.

versity of Nebrask a told the 12th 
annual meeting of the oil ahd gas 
power division of the Americar: 
Society of Mechanical Engineers 
at Ann Arbor, Mich., this week . 
After three years of research, 
Prof. Weiland has devolved a 30 
minute test tube method of meas­ 
uring stability of crank case oils. 
He pointed out that new oil has 
to be heated to 300 degrees before 
acid vapors result, but after the

NEW YORK—The campaign of 
taxpayers’ association s an d con ­ 
sumer groups to make the public 
con scious of taxes still has con ­ 
sid erable d istan ce 
to

results of a n ation al stud y on the 
tax con sciousn ess 
of 
American 
voters. 
The survey, con d ucted by the 
American 
In stitute 
of 
Public 
Opin ion , question ed a cross-sec­ 
tion of the votin g population in 
all walks of life, askin g each in ­ 
d ivid ual whether he or she paid 
an y taxes of an y kin d . 
Although virtually everyon e in 
the n ation actually pays taxes in 
some form, either d irect or in d i­ 
rect, 
n evertheless 
the 
survey 
foun d that on e 
quarter 
of 
the 
ad ult voters d o n ot thin k they are 
taxpayers. The actual vote is: 
Do you happen to pay an y taxes?

Most of the person s who are n ot 
pn scious of payin g an y taxes are 
in the lower

week. Yet recen t stud ies show 
that person s earn in g $20 a week 
actually pay taxes of more than 
$100 a year. 
The fact that a quarter of the 
n ation ’s voters thin k they pay n o 
taxes may help to explain the en ­ 
thusiasm for govern men t spen d in g 
which man y In stitute stud ies have 
foun d in the lower in come levels. 
There is apparen tly little con n ec­ 
tion , in the min d s of these voters, 
between the cost of govern men t, 
both local an d fed eral, an d their 
pocketbooks.

v ided. The queen spends part of 
her tim e at the pa la ce. Furni­

reign,

Bindweed Problem 


N DESCRIBING to a large group of farm ers at 
.. the agricultural college the bindweed as Ne­ 
brask a’s public enemy No. 1, Dr. T. H. Goodding 
told his hearers som ething that most of them 
k new. 
Attention cannot be called to this fact 
to o 
often, however. 
It is a m atter of w onder that 
m ore weed control districts have not been organ­ 
ized in the state, but it is expected steps in this 
direction w ill be tak en in other sections shortly . 
The way to wage w ar against an enemy of this 
character is through organization and co-opera­ 
tion. 
It will do little good for eradication work 
to be done thoroughly on one farm , if the adjoin­ 
ing one is neglected. 
Dr. Goodding stated that if 
control or eradication had been undertak en tw enty 
y ears ago it would have been much easier now. 
As a m atter of fact, if a good job had been done 
tw enty y ears ago there m ight have been no bind­ 
weed problem now. 


Weeds and insect.« are the big farm hazards and 
they m ust be fought to 
a finish if farm ing is to 
flourish.

r pH IS brief item which appeared in the news

C arefully tally and count by the bureau of 
public roads in 19 38 indicated there were 29 ,485,680 
autom obiles in operation in the United States la.st 
y e a r-on e for every 4.3 persons. 
And that in an 
im poverished nation,, which, frequently it is said, 
la hell bent on the road to destruction. 
It’s more 
autom obiles than there are on the continents of 
Europe and Asia. 


rpH IS m uch is to be said of Dr. Francis Town- 


.. 
send; he mak es no secret of the objectives 


which he and his organization w ill seek to attain 


in 19 40. 
His am bition, he indicated through pub­ 


lic announcem ent at Indianapolis in advance of 


th« annual convention of the old age pension 


forces, is to dangle fifty congressional scalps from 


his belt. 


The threat is not an idle one. 
On the face of the record Dr. Townsend and 
hia group did surprisingly well 
a y ear ago next 
November. 
In the congressional elections in the 
fall of 19 38, he claimed sixty -eight new republican 
m em bers of congress in the lower house, account- 
\ 
ing in the main for the party ’s gain in that branch 
of the national assembly , had been pledged in ad­ 
vance to vote for the Townsend plan. 
When the 
test came, and roll call was had upon the bill 
spon.sored by Dr. Townsend and his associates, 
either there were “back sliders” or Dr. Townsend 
was overconfident, and counted some noses twice. 
Of the 101 votes which the Townsend bill m us­ 
tered, 
sixty -one—not 
sixty -eight—seven 
less— 
came from republicans—or a third of the total 
strength of the party in congress—and forty , or 
fourteen per cent, came from dem ocratic sources. 
With an additional gain of fifty seats, while still 
short of a m ajority , Dr. Townsend would be a 
force to tak e into account in the congressional 
session which would follow the national elections 
of 19 40. 
Can it be done? 
There isn’t much question that the Townsend 
group, voting as a bloc, was a pow erful deciding 
factor in the congressional contests in a good m any 
states. 
In Maine it was no secret that the Town­ 
send vote tum bled into the laps of the republican 
party . 
In some of the thick ly populated regions 
the Townsend forces were the deciding ballots 
through which republican aspirants achieved suc­ 
cess. 
And it was not lim ited to the republicans. 
In California the old age pension forces massed 
them selves behind dem ocratic candidates, it was 
reported, and the same thing happened in other 
states. 
But in the main it was republican candi­ 
dates who out-prom ised their dem ocratic opponents, 
and Dr. Tow nsend’s announcem ent is full evi­ 
dence that the bars are down, with the sk y the 
lim it for those hungry to hold a seat in congress. 


■ I^RIDEFULLY and affectionately the baseball

The Yank s, it was said, were not the 


Yank s, pow erful at bat, tough in the field, and 


blessed w ith superb pitching, w ithout Lou Gehrig. 


And he was only thirty -six, old as baseball goes, 


or any other branch of the highly com petitive 


sports, but y oung as a man. 


Lou G ehrig has this deep satisfaction w hile the 


news that his baseball day s w ere ended, and the 


report that he was suffering from a form of chron­ 


ic infantile paraly sis, spread itself and its gloom 


in every Am erican city and ham let. 
Not at the 


peak of his career, not at the tim e that he was 


ham m ering out home runs to the delight of the 


fans who loved to hear the sharp crack of wood 


against horse hide, and to w atch the speeding ball 


in its graceful, sw ift flights, had Lou Gehrig the 


friends which he possessed W ednesday night. Peo­ 


ple who never read a box score, or m ade a pre­ 


text of following the daily results of games in the 


m ajor leagues w ere talk ing about him, w ith re ­ 


spect and adm iration in their words.

a great guy at that. 


There w ere others—so m any others—gifted w ith 


showm anship, colorful and appealing. 
And then 
when G ehrig began gray ing Joe DiMaggio came 
on to tak e R uth’s place w ith the Yank ee fans. 
It 
never seemed at any tim e during G ehrig’s baseball 
career that his value to the team and his truly re ­ 
m ark able ability as a baseball play er could receive 
the attention it m erited from the followers of the 
most popular sport in the United States. 
Not that it bothereci Gehrig. 
His inherent m od­ 
esty and his deep devotion to his team m ates took 
care of that. 
At the tim e he was the No. 1 bom ber 
of the Yank s he was content to let the cheers and 
plaudits go to the other fellow. 
And as a result 
Lou G ehrig built up a reserve of rem ark able es­ 
teem among those w ho love baseball, and those 
who did not care a rap for it or k now any thing 
about it. 
The latter simply k new that there was 
a Lou G ehrig who was a model ball play er and 
a model gentlem an. 
All of that becam e clear with 
the startling news that the play ing day s of G ehrig 
were over. 
It is one of the strangest of the m any 
strange storie.s of baseball, which are a part of 
the weave of the gam e itself.

f ì MERICAN exports of arm s 
and 
m unitions

gaged. 
Only recently one of the leading financial w rit­ 
ers said that unsettled conditions in Europe and 
in Asia w ere responsible for the failure of the 
stock m ark et to respond to favorable business con­ 
ditions. 
Business itself, he wrote, occupied an 
im proved status, with earnings larger than antici­ 
pated, and w ith additional hope in the tax revi­ 
sion program which passed the lower house of con­ 
gress and now w aits for senate approval before 
becoming law. 
Which, m eans, that any benefits the American 
people may derive from a heavy export business 
in arm s arid m unitions are more than offset by 
the losses in investm ents and stock s listed by the 
Wall street exchange. Those changing price ranges 
exert a pow erful influence upon industry and 
business. 
It can be granted that aside from the 
tem porary sense the stock is worth as much re­ 
gardless of the quoted price, nevertheless a sub­ 
stantial advance would produce a much better 
feeling among investors. 
And generally it is rec­ 
ognized that m any stock s are below their actual 
value, due, as the financial w riter points out, to 
the fear of w ar in other parts of the world.

W alt Mason 
W 
ALT MASON was not a native born Ne­ 
brask an but to a good m any people of the 
state he was a native son. 
Possibly it was because 
he seemed so thoroughly a part of the state in 
the character and content of his voluminous w rit­ 
ings, which covered considerably m ore than half 
of a century of new spaper work . 
There was a trait of habitual cheerfulness about 
W alt Mason. 
We k new him when he didn’t have 
a nick el in his pock et. 
It did not seem to w or­ 
ry him a great deal. 
He was turning out rem ark ­ 
ably good stuff on a southern N ebrask a new spaper 
and his princely wage was $6 a week . 
He was 
just as happy w ith $6 a w eek and his cluster of 
cronies as he was w hen success smiled upon him 
in capital letters and his celebrated prose and 
poetry appeared in m ore than 200 new spapers of 
the United States, w ith the result that the cash 
came pouring into his coffers. 
The new spaper business does not produce today 
the characters to which W alt Mason belonged. 
W hen he w ork ed he work ed prodigiously . 
He 
didn’t alway s work . 
Sometimes the w anderlust 
seized him. 
And he was a strange com bination 
of dream er and poet— tender and observant, with 
a streak of the practical in him that ccwitradicted 
his habits and his outl(X)k on life. 
He could see 
the beauty and the truth that is hidden to so m any 
although out in plain sight. 
He was never given 
greatly to talk but he wa.s com panionable, and 
throughout a lifetim e thoughtful in his speech and 
in his observations. 
To a devoted wife, whose death occurred a few 
y ears ago, W alt Mason owed every thing. 
She nev­ 
er lost her faith in him, stood by his side, m inis­ 
tered to him, and cheered him on. 
Those who 
k new W alt Mason and k new Mrs. Mason k new to 
w hat extent he depended upon her, and to w hat 
extent she was responsible for his place in A m eri­ 
can journalism .

ACIDOPHILUS MILK EFFECTIVE 
CURE FOR CONSTIPATION ILLS 
Constipation in children worries 
the parents cut of all proportion 
to its im portance. It is perfectly 
natural for children from the age 
of about seven to the age of about 
15 to be constipated. They are 
careless about their habits; they 
don’t 
rem em ber 
w hether 
they 
have gone to stool or not, and in 
various other way s drive 
their 
health-m inded parents to distrac­ 
tion. 
Young 
children 
are 
usually 
given concentrated foods w ithout 
m uch bulk , and it is quite natural 
for thfm to be constipated. The 
infant and child have relatively 
large, long intestines w ith a good 
m any loops which constitute m e­ 
chanical adjuncts to slow evacua­ 
tion. 
Acidophilus Milk . 
In advising parents w hat to do 
about the condition, it is well 
to rem em ber the advantages of 
acidophilus 
milk . 
This 
is 
m ilk 
which has been ferm ented w ith 
the bacillus acidophilus. It tastes 
rather bitter and som ew hat lik e 
butterm ilk . Children so o n get used 
to the taste and often prefer it to 
raw milk . 
In treating a selected group of 
children with constipation by the 
use of acidophilus milk , it was 
found that over 9 0 per cent re­ 
acted favorably (that is, they be­ 
gan to have regular bowel m ove­ 
m ents); about six per cent failed 
to respond. Most of the children 
w ho continued the use of the milk 
for any length of tim e became 
“im planters,” that is, they carried 


the acidophilus bacillus in their 
intestines from 20 to 40 week s 
after cessation of treatm ent. 


Ty pical Case. 
A ty pical case is as follows: A 
m other reported that a child had 
been constipated since birth. Many 
dietary changes w ere made, w ith­ 
out any beneficial effect, before 
acidophilus treatm ent was begun. 
Following a prelim inary observa­ 
tion period of four week s, aci­ 
dophilus m ilk was substituted for 
plain milk in the daily diet. No 
im provem ent in the bowel condi­ 
tion was noted during the first 
two week s of treatm ent, but after 
that the child began to have reg­ 
ular 
bowel 
m ovements 
several 
tim es a day . A fter the fifth week , 
when the child was nine y ears old, 
there was a regular daily evacua­ 
tion after break fast. 
The use of the milk w as then 
stopped and observations over a 
period of six m onths revealed no 
return of the constipation. The 
stool exam ination showed a higli 
acid content. 
Acidophilus milk is a w hole­ 
some food, in addition to being an 
effective agent in altering the in­ 
testinal flora. In view of the very 
fine curd which it possesses and 
the consequent ease of digestibil­ 
ity , it should be far superior even 
to sweet milk in the feeding of 
infants suffering from intestinal 
disturbances.

It cannot be 
relieved surgically, Dr. Habein 
said, but added: 
“We do hold hope that soon 
medical research workers here and 
elsewhere may uncover the means 
of keeping the ailment static or 
of retarding its progress.” 
Dr. Habein said Gehrig’s ailment 
was “similar in effect” to chronic 
poliomyelitis, 
or 
infantile 
par­ 
alysis. 
“Its cause is unknown,” the phy­ 
sician said, “and the best we can 
do toward prescribing treatm ent is 
t.o emphasize the necessity of re­ 
fraining absolutely from excessive 
muscular exertion. Gehrig’s days 
as a player are over, but he still 
can serve in a coaching or similar 
capacity.” 
Injury No t the Cause. 
“There is no chance,” Dr. Ha­ 
bein made clear, "that the disease 
came from a baseball injury. 
“We see a number of cases of 
this type every year, but gener­ 
ally speaking it is a rare con­ 
dition.”

Ru ssel of a n ew dry lan d farm in g 
system in which the lan d will al­ 
ways rem ain ‘‘right side u p.” 
This revolu tion ary chan ge 
In 
fan n in g methods wou ld in volve 
su b-su rface tillage to kill weeds, 
w ithou t distu rbin g the protective 
coverin g of trash, straw , stu bble 
or other crop residu e. However, 
it is still defin itely in the experi­ 
m en tal stage an d on ly a fu tu re 
possibility. Dr. Ru ssel em r asized. 
The idea for ‘‘su b-su rface cu l­ 
tu re” as the n ew type of farm in g 
wou ld probably be kn own , has 
grown ou t of experim en ts con ­ 
du cted join tly by the Soil Con ser­ 
vation service an d the Nebraska 
A gricu ltu ral 
experim en t 
station 
du rin g recen t mon ths. These tests 
w ere 
rem arkably 
su ccessfu l 
in 
con servin g soil m oistu re by m ain ­ 
tain in g a cover of crop residu e. 
Gets Big g er Yields. 
Last year, corn plan ted in stu b­ 
ble w ithou t plowin g, discin g, or 
listin g yielded 25 per cen t more 
fodder by cu red weight than corn 
alon gside it plan ted in the u su al 
m an n er. Fallow lan d protected by 
a straw mu lch at the rate of tw o 
ton s per acre retain ed n early n in e 
an d three-fou rths in ches of mois­ 
tu re, an d com pared to less than 
three an d three-qu arters in ches 
stored in adjoin in g bare fallow. 
W heat plots com parin g the two 
systems of farm in g are n ow bein g 
harvested, an d con siderable dif­ 
feren ce is eviden t, althou gh data 
are n ot yet available. 
Dr. Ru ssel stressed the poin t 
that m an y problem s still m u st be 
solved _ or stu died before "su b- 
su rfacin g” can be recom m en ded 
for gen eral adoption . 
These in ­ 
clu de developm en t of adequ ate 
m achin ery, 
possible 
difficu lties 
w ith in sect con trol, an d sim ilar 
qu estion s. 
"Su b-su rface” farm in g, if proved 
practical by fu tu re experim en ts, 
wou ld leave the su rface of the 
grou n d 
u n distu rbed 
throu ghou t 
seed-bed 
preparation , 
plan tin g, 
an d cu ltivatin g. 
The 
experim en ts 
have 
been 
con du cted by Dr. Ru ssel in co-op­ 
eration w ith Dr. F. L. Du ley of 
the SCS. Dr. Ru ssel asserted the 
m ethod u n der experim en t wou ld 
n ever become practical in region s 
of high rain fall. 
Followin g his 
talk, he wa.s beseiged w ith qu es­ 
tion s from in dividu al farm ers in 
the crowd. 
M an y of them ap­ 
peared skeptical, w ith the pre­ 
vailin g attitu de th at "it’s a swell 
idea if it w ill w ork.” 
Keen Interest In Gra sses. 
A m ou n tin g in terest in pastu re 
an d forage problem s w as reflected 
in the farm ers’ keen atten tion to 
the grass an d alfalfa experim en tal 
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plots, in the aftern oon tou r cu t 
short by Tu esday n ight’s rain , 
which elim in ated a trip to the 
agron om y farm . 
Rivals in in terest w ere the fields 
of creepin g alfalfa an d the brom e- 
grass alfalfa sheep pastu res. The 
latter in clu ded five differen t plots: 
(1) Rotation al grazin g of brom e- 
grass an d alfalfa in which the 
sheep are moved in tu rn from 
on e section of the pastu re to an ­ 
other. (2) D eferred grazin g, giv­ 
in g the brom e an d alfalfa a good 
start before the sheep are tu rn ed

grazin g. (4) Sprin g seeded brom e 
an d alfalfa, (5) Brom egrass alon e. 
O rchard grass, plan ted in a sixth 
plot, w in terkilled abou t 9 0 per 
cen t last w in ter. 
Describin g 
the 
pastu rin g ex­ 
perim en ts, Dr. A. L, Frolik poin ted 
ou t th at the experim en t has n ot 
progressed far en ou gh to m ake 
recom m en dation s con cern in g the 
differen t systems of grazin g. How­ 
ever, he expressed the belief that 
differen t types of pastu re m an ­ 
agem en t w ill be fou n d fu lly as 
im portan t as the selection of the 
grasses them selves. Prof. Wm. J. 
Loeffel
